Because of his great concern for the common person, 
Father Hoare is known as the “sanyasi,” holy man of the Christians. 


NALEMBA,Fiji—Squish, squish, 
the feet go in the ankle—deep 
mud that serves as a trail near this 
rural community in Fiji. The feet 
belong to Father Frank Hoare, a 
young . Columban — missionary, 
from. dreland who has become 
something of a local celebrity. 

He’s a guru, a teacher, a 
“sanyasi’ to many of the more 
than 60,000 Indian Hindus and 
Moslems in Nalemba. He’s also 
pastor of the local Christian 
community, ordained in 1973. 


MUDDY FEET, Hindu Indians 
and pastoral duties in a simple, 
sugar cane farming area make for 
an interesting life for Father 
Hoare, .an idealistic man who 
originally wanted to work in the 
missions of South America. 

Instead, he found himself on 
Vanua Levu, Fiji’s second largest 
island and home to most of the 
descendents of Fiji’s first Indian 
migrants. The Indians came as 


indentured servants. to work the 
cane fields more than 100 years 
ago. Most stayed and today, 
Indians outnumber the native 
Fijians. 

“It's essentialto havea meeting 
between Christians and Hindus 
and Moslems, apart altogether 
from conversion,” explains Father 
Hoare. 

“CHRIST HAS TOLD us to 
preach his name, so that in 
whatever small-way | can bring the 
non-Christians to know something 
about Christ, or become better 
people, or. in a larger way, to 
accept Christ, then that’s God’s 
work.” 

What better way to do this than 
to travel among and visit the 
people as the Indian gurus and 
holy men do? And what better 
story to teach them than that of 
Christ’s birth? 

“Most knew Christmas was 
coming, but few knew what it 


meant,” says Father Hoare. “I felt 
sure they would realize that | had 


come to tell them what it meant. 


The way to do it was the traditional 
Indian way—to walk.” 

SO HE SET OFF. carrving a black 
satchel with brochures in Hindi 
containing St. Luke’s gospel on 
the Nativity. He wore tennis shoes 
and carried an umbrella—to keep 
off both rain and the hot sun. 


The people gladly listened to 
the young foreigner. As he taught, 
he also observed and listened. “To 
be received as well as | was 
received was a_ tremendous 
experience,” says Father Hoare. 


He soon became well known 
among the Indians, who 
respected him for his willingness 
to risk the heat and dust and 
weariness of walking to give them 
his message. Invitations came to 
Father Hoare to speak at 
weddings and funerals. He was 
looked ‘on as the “sanyasi” the 


holy man of the Christians. 

AND FATHER HOARE used the 
culture and inherent spirituality of 
the Hindus in liturgy, music and 
even some sacraments “Since 


Vatican. the stracs hac heen to.

incorporate anyt 
in a culture into Christianity,” he 
explains. 

“Christianity shouldn’t be seen 
as a western thing, meaning that 
someone must leave his own 
culture to become a Christian.” 

Baptism, the sacrament of 


cleansing, literally became a 


cleasnsing action at Father 
Hoare’s parish. With his bishop's 
permission, baptism by 
immersion now initiates new 
members to the Christian 
community in Nalemba. 

The Columban walks among 
strangers, bringing them a 
message of love and brotherhood. 
Someone else did that 2,000 
years ago.

For the first time in the history of the diocese,

Total income announced by the office of the 
Society for. the Propagation of the Faith for 1976 
was $523, 693.

Missionary formation 


Our recommendation for Mission Sunday 
this year is that it should stress the need for 
missionary formation.

What do babies get from baptism? 


All of us who are privileged to baptize come up 
against the problem of the sometime-Catholics 
who present themselves and their newborn child 
for baptism. They have been poorly instructed in 
their faith years ago, and have done little or nothing 
to follow its precepts ever since. Do you baptize the 
child or not? 


It's not a new situation. In fact it’s as old as the 
church itself. All of us come to the sacraments with 
different levels of understanding, different levels of 
belief, and vastly different ways of living our faith. 


Pre-baptismal classes for parents and 
godparents are essential, and most parishes have 
them today. But in an hour or two it is impossible to 
bring some people up to even a poor standard of 
faith knowledge, so lapsed has been their Catholic 
association. But can you refuse to baptize the 
baby? 

The instructions for the rite of baptism give 
discretion to the minister to postpone, if he thinks it 
necessary.“When parents are not yet prepared to 
profess the faith or to undertake the duty of 
bringing up their children as Christians, it is for the 
parish priest..to determine the time for the 
baptism of infants.” (Introduction to the rite). 


What of the baby? 

There’s still the lingering “magical” view of 
baptism, of course, which gives us a picture of a 
child being rescued from everlasting damnation by 
baptism. It stems from poor teaching in the past 
which led us to believe that the baby receives a 
“magical” change without reference to the 
condition of the parents and their faith. 

So we had the “rush to baptism” of the past, as 
though God would bring damnation on an infant 
dying before baptism. Thank goodness our 
appreciation of God and his love has matured 
somewhat. The baby is in his infinite care, notto be 
abandoned by a quirk of fate of parental neglect in 
faith. 

And, who knows, the baptism may revive and 
rekindle a spark of faith which needed something 
like the beauty of the new rite—and the pre- 
baptism instruction—to bring it to full flower. My 
experience is that.many. ‘parents and godparents 
are affected in this way. 


But withhold baptism? It’s a very difficult. 


decision and one which | imagine is rarely 
exercised, unless, of course, the parents refuse to 
take some instruction where necessary. 


First in years 

The Hahn School. of Nursing building which is 
being built on the University of San Diego campus 
will be the first addition in 14 years. It shows how 
our Catholic university is growing, physically as well 
as in students. The new building will be directly 
across from the former College for Women 
buildings, on the same side as the Chancery, or 
Apostolic Ministry offices, as land clearing in 
progress shows. 

It is good to know that the addition will follow the 
pattern of Spanish Renaissance architecture 


chosen by Bishop Buddy for “his”. university a 
quarter of a century ago. 


Communion in the hand 

Many parishes have already started to give 
communion in the hand to those who prefer it and 
so far it seems to be a matter of a fairly even split 
between the choices of tongue and hand, The initial 
emotional shock of receiving the Body of Christ in 
the hand is disturbing for some, but with itcomesa 
most beautiful feeling of oneness with God. After 
the initial hesitancy and fumbling, | feel sure we will 
get into the new rite very comfortably. 

There is still the problem of reception of the 
sacrament at those masses where intinction has 
been used—where the sacred host is dipped into 
the chalice to give “the Body and Blood of Christ”. 


Frankly, | have never seen the point in intinction, 
since we know that under the one species we 
receive both the Body and Blood. Where intinction 
has been used and where we wish to share the 
sacrament under both species, we need to make 
some arrangement for a “minister” to offer the 
chalice to each. No doubt the liturgists will sort it all 
out for us. 


Fresno experience 

Since my last column several weeks ago | was 
honored by receiving the national humanities 
award from the Italian Catholic Federation at the 
Fresno convention. The ICF is truly a “fraternal” 
organization, in the very real sense of the word. 
Linked by national origin as they are, they don’t 
wear a national chip on their shoulder, which some 
groups tend to do. 


They meet to share their heritage, their culture 
and their faith. As an hononary Italian, British by 
birth and half Irish by ancestry, African by past 
domicile and U.S. citizen by naturalization, | am all 
for submerging nationalisms into fraternities. 


Mazatlan experience 


For those of you who were not on the Southern 
Cross vacation in Mazatlan last month, my 
sympathies. About 85 members of our “family” 
spent the last week in September. in the hot, 
tropical, humid, languid, enervating air on the 
beaches of Mazatlan, Meme just inside the Tropic 
of Cancer. 

And it was just the kind of relaxation most of us 
wanted. You can’t do very much in a high humidity, 
high temperature zone except to relax and enjoy it, 
in pools or surf. And we did. 


| managed to read a life of St. Paul, all his epistles, 
a life of St. Thomas More and two novels, pick up a 
deep tan and avoid Montezuma’s revenge. It was 
great. 

We shall run more trips to Mazatlan and 
elsewhere, so successful was the vacation, and so 
inexpensive. Ask those who came—people like the 
five couples from Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, 
Chino, people from Hemet, Ontario, Palm Springs, 
San Diego, Chula Vista and so many other parts of 
our far-flung diocese. It was a bargain in rest. 


And now they see 


We were talking...about the gift of 
sight that we take so much for 
granted, and the incredible beauty we 
see each day without really noticing. 

In the office of an ophthalmic 
surgeon of international repute in Los 
Angeles, minor miracles of sight 
restored or given for the first time are 
part of the regular routine. His skillin. 
surgery has made him “almost a god” 
in the eyes of his patients, according 
to those who work with him. 

TO SEE WHEN you have not seen 
before must be an overwhelming 
experience. People become delirious 
with joy or sit sobbing uncontrollably. 
They babble incoherently- or taugh 
until tears fall. There is profound 
emotional trauma. 


| thought of this when reading the 
story of the cure of the blind man at 
Bethsaida in the gospel of Mark. They 
brought a blind man to Jesus and 
asked him to touch him. 

The first thing Jesus did was to take 
him- “outside the village.’ He took the 
man’s hand, spat into his eyes, laid 
hands on him and asked,“Do you see 


anything?” 

“| SEE MEN walking, but they look 
like trees,” the man said. Then, as his 
sight cleared and he saw fully, Jesus 
sent him home. “Do not even enter the 
village,” he told him. 

It had never occurred to me before 
how wise and _ thoughtful Jesus 
showed himself in this incident. He 
knew that sight given suddenly could 
be almost more than a person could 
stand and so he took precautions to 
lessen the trauma as much as 
possible. 

He took him by the hand 
compassionately, led him gently to 


- discover his sight; and made sure that 


he would be alone for a while during 
and after the experience, toaccustom 
himself to this new wonder without the 
pressure of public exposure. 

HE REPEATS this gentle 
consideration for us when he awakens 
our spiritual vision and himself draws 
the analogy between physical and 
spiritual blindness and sight. God 
speaks to us in silence and when we 
are alone. 


True, we can only be fully attentive 
to his voice in silence and a kind of 
mental solitude, but we are then also 
insulated against too quick a contact 
with the curiosity and concern of 
others and the need to respond in 
some way towards them. 


The apostles and St. Paul were 
probably stronger than most of us— 
more able to survive: intact the 
reactions of the crowds when they 
reeled through the streets in an 
intoxication of joy after Pentecost, or 
stumbled blindly after the encounter 
with Christ in the desert! 


WITH US WHO are so much weaker 
and so fearful, God is always gentle, 
always considerate of how much we 
can bear, of how fragile our faith is. He 
takes us by the hand, draws us away to 
a quiet place where revelation may 
seep through our blurred under- 
standing ray by ray. 


Always he reveals himself in things 
familiar to us, inthe common routines 
of our lives, in our mistakes, our 
tragedies, our successes, and in the 


beauty of our world. Like the ecstatic 
patients in the ophthalmologist’s 
waiting room, we can be astonished, 
not that things have changed, but that 
for the first time we see them as they 
really are, and not as we thought they 
were. 


And the same radiant gratitude and 
humbleness must emanate from 
those to whom spiritual sight has 
been given or restored. The surgeon’s 
fees are high, but to those whom he 
has given sight, no price is too great. 


FOR US WHO are led into miracle by 
Jesus there is only one price and that 
not so high! He asks only for our love, 
only for ourselves in return. But, | 
wonder, do those others forget as 
easily as we? Or do they continue to 
give thanks for every sunset they see, 
every loving glance, every 
outstretched hand, every book or light 
or tree? 

Perhaps they too have a continuing 
need to remove themselves to a quiet 
place and savor anew tke joy of sight 


and remember the darkness and be — 


glad!

Priest defends presentation

You know as well as | do that Humanae 
Vitae was not an infallible document. Pope 
Paul himself has repeatedly emphasized 
that fact, starting from the very day on 
which he released it in 1968. 


You know as well as | do that the 
documents of Vatican II are filled with 
insistent statements about the necessity 
for every human being to follow his or her 
conscience before God. 

And we both know that to withhold 
information from a person who comes to 
seek it is a violation of trust. 

A physician who deliberately and 
systematically fails to inform his patients 


of some of their medical options is in — 


danger of a civil suit. 
In the moral arena, any counselor who 


attempts to pre-empt the counselee’s 


decisions, whether by active directive 
counseling techniques or by selective 
informing, is violating that person’s 


> conscience. 


A person with free will, acting on life’s 
problems, is responsible before God for 
seeking all. pertinent information and 
weighing it in the light of faith as the moral 
convictions that are related to faith. 


No one can sin or be virtuous by proxy. | 
am incompetent to make moral decisions 
on your behalf (unless you are a moral 
incompetent who needs a guardian, and 
that is not usually the case). 


In conclusion let me add that | forgive 
you for your attempt to undermine my 
good reputation and the work | do on 
behalf of the rights of retarded persons 
and their families.

Hornet's nest on infallibility 


There are several points which | would 
like to clarify simply because we have 
enough to worry about in the church 
without wondering if the National 
Apostolate is a radical advocacy group 
which “takes in and advocates everything 
it hears without discretion, wisdom or 
faith.” 


The conference agenda provided a 
forum for lectures, response and decision. 
Father Lebel was one speaker. A 
Franciscan priest-philosopher, who is a 
professor at the Graduate Theological 
Union-Berkeley, was the third speaker. 
His topics were ethics and the issue of how 
we, as Catholics, might respond to genetic 
counseling issues. 


The conference was attended by 
professionals who are seriously 
concerned about life, both physical and 
spiritual, forthe person with handicapping 
conditions. This was not reflected in the 
article. 


Father Lebel stirred up a hornet’s nest at 
the meetings with his statement on 
infallibility and was required to explain his 
position in appropriate and solidly Roman 
Catholic theological postures. This was 
not reflected in the article. 


| checked my notes on the conference, 
and | did not find the two alternatives of 
prevention and avoidance as listed in the 
article. Instead, | found three alternatives: 
prevention, avoidance and acceptance. 
They were treated in the following manner: 


1) Prevention was discussed within the 
acceptable guidelines and directives of 
the church. 

2) Avoidance was discussed so that as 
members of the church as professionals 
in the field of pastoral ministry for persons 
with handicapping conditions, we would 
be aware of the influences which are 
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prevalent in our society. This included the 
role of the genetic counselor as described 
by Father Lebel in the article. 


3) Acceptance was the major push in 
terms of the role of the National Apostolate 
as an advocacy group. We explored how 
we might make our services as ministers 
and counselors, within a Catholic context, 
available to those people confronted with 
what they perceive as ethical decisions to 
be made, or suffering to be lived.

Critics of priest justified 

About Father Roger Lebel’s 
presentation, | think it would be desirable 
to visualize the circumstances in which it 
was made. Virtually all of the conference 
participants were priests and religious 
assigned by their bishops to work on the 


religious formation of the retarded and the 
pastoral care of them and their families. 


Father Lebel had been asked, as a 
geneticist, to describe for them the 
current state of the art in the field of 
genetics and to discuss with them the 
moral problems raised by our ability to 
assess the risk that a family (or a couple 
considering marriage) would pass on to its 
children one of the inheritable disabilities 
such as mental retardation. 

He spoke to them, and discussed moral 
issues with them in the context of their 
firm attachment to the teachings of the 
Holy Father. 

Things said in this context, even 
expressions of private judgment, have a 


somewhat different meaning to the . 


hearers than when printed as general 
statements in the context of readers who 
may understand what a priest says as a 
private person to be the normative 
teaching of the church or as a blanket 
dissent from that teaching. 


{| think your correspondents were 
justified in responding as they did to what 
appeared to be a sly undermining of the 
teachings of the Holy Father. 


| should say that when | took exception 
to some of the things Father Lebel said, he 
seemed not to have his responses to 
questions about pastoral problems to be 
taken in this way. Having spoken with him,

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The search for understanding 


We're overwhelmed by 
mystery when we try 
to see the face of God

Dreamers and mystics and searchers for 
wisdom can always feel a kinship with the 
Patriarch Jacob. Two incidents in the story of 
Jacob are .very significant to Christian 
expositors of the search for understanding. 


The first incident is Jacob’s dream at 
Bethel. While laying his head on a stone from 
a shrine there, Jacob had a dream: “a 
stairway rested on the ground, with its top 
reaching to the heavens; and God’s 
messengers were going up and down on it. 
And there was the Lord standing beside him.” 
The Lord gave him a reassuring promise ot a 


great future (Genesis 28:12). 


WHEN JACOB awoke from his sleep, he 
exclaimed, “Truly the Lord is in this spot, 
although I did not know it.’ In solemn wonder 
he cried out, ‘How awesome is this shrine! 
This is nothing but an abode of God and that 
is the gateway to heaven.’ ” 


So Jacob set up the stone on which he 
rested as a memorial stone, poured oil on it, 
and called the place the house of God 
(Genesis 28:16-20). 


The second incident occurred after Jacob 
had worked 14 years for Laban to win the 
hand of Rachel and was returning to his own 
country while still being fearful of the enmity 
of Esau, his brother. After crossing the ford of 
the Jabbok, Jacob saw his family encamped 
safely for the night but then was left alone. 


“SOME MAN wrestled with him until the 
break of dawn. When the man saw that he 
could not prevail over him, he struck Jacob’s 
hip at its socket so that the hip socket was 
wrenched as they wrestled” (Genesis 32:25). 


Jacob hardly knew that he was wrestling 
with an n angel Teer ee payote Dus man said, 


of as Jacob but as Israel, because you have 
contended with divine and human beings and 
have prevailed.”(Genesis 32:27-30) 


The first of these incidents is pertinent to 
the mystic’s or the scholar’s search for 
understanding because Jacob’s dream left 
him awestruck with “solemn wonder.” Awe 
and wonderment are the basic religious 
reactions to an encounter with the presence 
and power of God in creation. 


THEY MAKE the mystic know that he is 
always walking on holy ground. The house of 
God is everywhere. And the divine dweller 
who lives in the house which is our redeemed

cosmos is ever waiting within it to reveal his 
authentic face to the searcher yearning for 
wisdom. 


The second incident highlights the 
poignancy of the searcher’s _ struggle. 
Scholars and saints are inevitably 
overwhelmed by mystery when they struggle 
to discover the real face of God. The tools of 
their trade are only the blurred concepts of 
their minds. 


When they try to talk or write about God, 
they do so with the pathetic inadequacy of 
words. Mystics are wrestlers with Christ who, 
like Jacob, struggle through the night and 
hope for a blessing at daybreak. They long for 
a new sense of their own destiny as the 
beloved of God. 


ST. GREGORY the Great (B. 540-D. 604) 
saw the limping Jacob as the perfect symbol 
of the contemplative searcher. Jacob’s 
shriveled thigh and his uneven step were signs 
of the strange admixture of delight and 
discontent which hauntingly bedevil the lover 
of wisdom. : 


Jacob, the man with a dream, could have a 
leaping heart alive with awe and wonderment, 
even while he walked with a limping gait. 
Like him, the mystic searcher pays the price 
for having wrestled too well with mysteries 
too great for the human mind. 


All searchers for understanding are 


doomed to wholesome discontent as long as _ 


they limp along as wayfarers in a land faraway 
from the eternal abode of God. 


BUT SEARCHERS for understanding do 
not wrestle with the mystery of God or the 
meaning of Jesus with no more than the vigor 
and acuteness or their human minds. Not 
even the inner core of a human person 


al one. 


intelligible by mere human learning. Persons, 


whether human or divine, are understandable 


only by the insights of love. 


We do well to call the Spirit of Truth the 
lights of our hearts. It is love, not mighty 
mental effort, which goes furthest in 
mankind’s search for the understanding of 
mystery. Only love enables the searcher to 
learn the secrets of the Lord. 


The search for understanding, whether in 
human or divine romance, never ends. But it 
is love, not knowledge, which discovers, at 
least on this side of eternity, the true face of 
this one we love with worshipful wonderment. 


The meaning of Christ 
became stumbling block 
even to early Christians

Blessed be Jesus Christ, true God and true 
Man. 


How easily this venerable line from the 
divine praises comes to the lips of the 
traditional believers. How tumultous was the 
struggle of fourth and fifth century Christians 
to find words that preserved the New 
Testament affirmation of the humanity and 
divinity of Jesus. 


WE SEEM so much at ease about saying 
One God and Trinity at the same time, we 
forget that for the first four centuries of 
Christianity, an acceptable language to 


illumine this mystery was not that simple to 
find. 


The first thing to remember is that the 
mideast peoples are strong believers in the 
one God. It was this belief that distinguished 
Judaism. And it was the gradual persistence 
of Judaism’s influence in the whole mideast 
area that Babes displace the idea of many 
gods. 


Then comes Christianity with its belief in 
the divinity of Jesus. This, perhaps, more 
than anything else caused the decisive break 
between Judaism and Christianity. Jews 
could in principle believe Jesus was the 
messiah, but not the Son of God. Their 
resistance was based on their belief in the 
oneness of God. 


BUT THE PROBLEM persisted even 
among Christians. The meaning of Christ 
became the stumbling block even for them. 
They could not avoid the New Testament 
evidence. Matthew, Mark and Luke clearly 
stood for the historical, human Christ (while 
not denying the divine). John and Paul clearly 
stood for the divinity of Jesus (while not 
denying the human). 


But how do you reconcile the divinity of 
Jesus with his humanity? And more to the 
point here, how can there be one Godif Jesus 
be divine as well? Over several centuries the 
debates raged. Some solved the dilemma by 
saying Jesus was only a man, and not divine at 
all. In our time the “death of God” advocates 


claimed the same thing. 
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A grain of faith

discouraged over our spiritual progress, 
times when our response to people 


and circumstances reveals an inner 


‘attitude that ill becomes a Christian. We 
feel embarrassed and ashamed and do 
not know what to do about it all. 


The Scriptures present Mary to us as 
“the highly favorable one”, “the Lord is 


with you” (Luke 1:29); “Of all women you - 


are the most blessed” (Luke 1:42); “for 
nothing is impossible with God” (Luke 
1:39). Moreover, the church teaches that 
Mary was not only preserved from 
original sin but that she never 
committed a sin in her entire life as the 
result of God’s grace. 


I FIND THIS extremely comforting to 
know that God’s grace was perfectly 
triumphant in at least one human person. 


“ «if you have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed...nothing will be impossible 
for you.’ ” (Matthew 17:20+) 


Another group stated that Jesus was not 
uman. He was God assuming an apparent 
physical shape, a phantasm. 


A THIRD group claimed that Joes was 
born human and later became divine. This 
view, proposed by Arius, had the most 
widespread appeal. In fact it was the immense 
persuasiveness of the Arian position and its 
potential threat to the unity of Christianity 
that moved the church to convene two 
benchmark Councils: Nicea in 325 and 
Chalcedon in 451. 


Nicea might be called Trinity Council. It 
faced the question of the One God in Three 
Divine Persons and reaffirmed Christianity’s 
faith in the divinity of Jesus. Chalcedon might 
be named the Christ Council inasmuch as it 
avowed faith in the humanity of Jesus. As it 
stated: 


“Christ is of one substance with us as 
regards manhood, like us in all save sin. As 
regards Godhead, Christ is begotten of the 
Father before all ages. As regards his 
manhood, Christ is born, for us men and for 
our salvation, of Mary the Virgin, the 
Godbearer.” 


THE COMPLEX and stately language of 
these two Councils rests before us like texts 
chiseled in marble. It happened so long ago 
that we no longer hear the debates nor sense 
the agony those Christian people went

Allah is 
One! The cry arose, persuaded and 
convinced the shepherd peoples of the desert 


_ whose oil-rich descendants we e negotiate with 


today. 


And for us? Has the dilemma been solved? 
For the most part, yes. Sometimes we tend to 
emphasize Jesus as_God a bit much. Or we 
will stress his humanity too much (as in our 
own humanistic times). But the waves of 
emphasis seem to balance out most of the 
time. 


How human Christ is. Yes. Jesus is Lord. 
Yes. If we can hold on to these competing 
attentions, we will have the honor to know the 
One and the Whole Christ.

Spread the Light So All Men May See 


: 
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Saint endured 
a living 
martyrdom

The modern church is enjoying a 
wonderful peace. It is not a perfect peace. to 
be sure, but to expect that would be totally 
unrealistic. However, just read the history of 
the fourth century,-when the church was 
racked by division, disorder, turmoil, and 
even violence. 


» All of this was occasioned by the Arian heresy 


and its condemnation by the Council of Nicea 


in 325, which gave us our Nicene Creed. - 


Still, many bishops in the East refused to 
accept the crucial phrase “one in being with 
the Father.” 


THEY CAME up with a substitute which 
was really a cleverly disquised Arianism and 
won over even the Emperor Constantine, 
who had called for the Council in the first 
place. They then embarked on a reign of 
terror, ‘attacking and deposing Catholic 
bishops, and all throughout the East the 
church was a shambles. 


One of the most pathetic and yet heroic 
victims of their attacks was Athanasius, 
bishop of Alexandria from 328 to 373. Born 
about 295, he received an excellent and 
broad education and proved himself not only 
intelligent but also truly holy and incredibly 
brave. 


Ordained a deacon in 318, he was 
appointed secretary to Bishop Alexander and 
accompanied him to the Council of Nicea, 
with whose-decisions he remained in staunch 
agreement. 


WHEN ALEXANDER died he succeeded 
him as a bishop, despite the loud protests of 
pro-Arian bishops. He soon had a fight on his 
hands, a preview of things to come. One 
Meletius, who headed up a schism, accused 
him at the court of Constantine but he easily 
vindicated himself before the emperor. 


Then the Arian bishops, led by Eusebius, 


_ whe had the emperoi’s ear, opened fire in 


earnest. As an indication of the lengths to 
which they would go, one of their first 
accusations was that he had murdered a 


bishop! He appeared before the emperor 
- and brought along with him the murdered 


bishop. 

Then he was ordered to appear before an 
Arian council at Tyre. He refused and went 
directly tothe emperor. This time he was not 
so lucky. His enemies accused him of plotting 
to cut off the imperial city’s corn supply. 
Constantine flew into a typical fit of rage and 
banished him to Treves in Gaul.

HOWEVER, TWO YEARS later the new 
emperor Constantine II restored him to his 
See. Later that same year or in 338 at the 
Synod of Antioch the Arian bishops deposed 
him and put in their own men. How they 
hated him! 


Athanasius took his case to Rome. Pope 
Julius I called a synod which found him 
innocent. The Eastern bishops would not 
accept the verdict, so he remained in the 
West. Finally a general council was called at 
Sardica, but the Eastern bishops would not 
attend. . 


They knew Athanasius would be 
vindicated, and he was. Upon the death of the 
Arian usurper of his See he was allowed by 
the emperor to return. There followed 10 
years of relative calm, during which he 


worked vigorously at building up Christian. - 


life and promoting monasticism throughout 
Egypt. 
WHEN CONSTANTIUS became 


emperor in 350 his enemies returned to the } 


attack, carrying it now into the West. Very 
clever and very determined, they had him 
condemned at the councils of Arles (353) and 
Milan (355). Imperial agents were sent to 
collect the signatures of those bishops who 
attended neither meeting. 

Those who refused, including Pope 
Liberius, were exiled to the East. In Feb. 356 
troops invaded his church during services, 
but he escaped to the desert where he had 


~ many friends among the monks of the region. 


Here he fled from refuge, managing somehow 
to keep’ contact with his people and to do 
some writing. = 

_ Even in simplified form, this turns out to be 
a complicated affair, But such was the career 
of Athanasius. He could have made it less 
complicated and saved himself a lot of 
anguish simply by repudiating Nicea and 
siding with the Arianists. 

But rather than deny the true Catholic faith 
he preferred to suffer heartbreak, 
harassment, alienation, exile. He may not 
have died a martyr for the faith but he did 
endure a living martyrdom for it..

In the Middle Ages the Benedictine monk, 
St. Anselm of Canterbury, described 
theology as “faith seeking understanding.” 
The truths-about God, Christ, and ourselves 
mediated to us through faith are so rich in 


meaning that they can never be exhausted. 


nor can they ever run dry. They are like bread 
coming from heaven to nourish our minds. 


The theologian’s vocation is to take this 
bread, to be nourished by it, and to distribute 
it to others in a way that it can strengthen 
them in their daily life. Filled with a hunger for 
this bread himself, he (or she, for theology is 
not limited to one sex) has likewise the 
mission to awaken in others a passionate 
longing for this nourishing bread. 


IN THE EARLY church an outstanding 
example of a theologian like this was St. 
Athanasius. In our day one of the best 


examples of this kind of theologian is Walter 
Burghardt, S.J. 


Born in New York in 1914, Father 
Burghardt was.ordained in 1941 and shortly 
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afterwards received his doctorate in theology 
from The Catholic University of America, 
where he specialized in the study of patristic 
theology, in particular that of -St. Cyril of 
Alexandria. 


From 1946 through 1974 he taught patristic 
and _ historical theology at Woodstock 
College, and from 1974 until the present has 
served as professor of patristic theology at 
The Catholic University of America. 


THE AUTHOR of five books, several 
booklets, and over 100 articles, he has been 


associated with “Theological Studies,” a- 


journal founded by his Jesuit colleague John 
Courtney Murray, almost from its inception 
and has, since 1967, acted as its editor-in- 
chief. . 


Through this journal, surely the finest 
theological journal in the English-speaking 
world and among the most prestigious in the 
entire world, he has helped to shape a 
generation of theological students, giving 
them a standard of excellence and 
scholarship for which to strive. 


In addition, Father Burghardt has been no 
ivory tower scholar; he has been actively 
involved in the ecumenical movement, has 
written extensively for the Catholic press in 
an effort to give lay people a love for and an 
understanding of theology, and has been an 
energetic force in various workshops 
and seminars throughout the country. 


BUT NO LISTING of statistics can give 
true insight into the importance of Walter 
Burghardt as a theologian. Fortunately I have 
known him for a long time and have had the 
pleasure of listening to him on various 
accasions and, for the past several years, the 
pleasure of being his colleague. 


What is most remarkable about him is his 
ability to communicate to others a love for 
learning. For him the love for learning and the 
desire for God go hand-in-hand. 


The God for whom our hearts yearn is a 
God of truth, who has willed to share with us 
the most beautiful and meaningful truths 
about himself and us. To be in love with this 
most lovable of all beings is to be in love with 
the truth and to be ready to make sacrifices 
for it. 


THIS IS A message that comes home to all 
who have ever heard Father Burghardt, 
surely one of today’s most witty, engaging, 


~and_ charming. -lecturers.. The truth he 
_ professes, moreover, is not a cheap truth, the 


kind one can get instantly and overnight. It’s 
the kind that demands disciplines, the 
readiness to burn the midnight oil, and the . 
willingness to do something truly risky and 
exciting—think. 

But it’s the kind that leads to happiness and 
peace and pushes one on to learn more and 
more about the wonderful, inexhaustibly rich 
and unfailingly loving God for whom we are 
made.

—Beer: Consumers spent 
$15.8 billion on beer, an increase 
of 10 percent from 1975.

—Alcoholic beverages: Pur- 
chases of distilled spirits 


amounted to $13.9 billion, an 
ncreeee of over 3.2 percent from 
1975. 


—Chewing and bubble gum: 
Yearly sales total between $800 
million and $1 billion, of which 
bubble gum sales represent $200 
million. 


—Baby food: Sales account for 
$450 million each year. 


_ — Candy: Sales reached an all- 
time high of $3 billion. 


—Travel: Americans spent $66 
billion on vacations and trips in 
the Unites States and abroad.

Facts and figures on mission lands 


Catholic missionaries serving in 
foreign lands encounter mass 
human suffering on a daily basis, 
quite uncommon to their 
American way of life. 


In bringing the good news. of 
Jesus Christ to those who haven't 
heard it before, they have to face 
people who are suffering from 
food shortages, diseases related 


_to drinking unsafe water, lack 


of medical care and_ other 
minimum necessities of life. 


The following are facts and 
figures on conditions in others 
parts of the world: 


—In most developing countries 
the population spends 80 percent 
of its income to buy food. Inflation 
accounts for about 20 percent 
annually. 


—Almost -half of India’s 
population, that is 225 million of 
the total 550 million, does not 
have the minimum necessities of 
life. These are people who have no 
regular income, are under- 
nourished, exposed to disease of 
every kind. 


—There is a shortage of an 
estimated two million. tons of 
fertilizer in 100 developing 
countries for much-needed crop 


development. In the United 
States, two million tons a year are 
used on lawns, golf courses and 
cemeteries alone. 


—Several developed coun- 
tries, among them Sweden, . 
Norway, the Netherlands and 
Japan, have the lowest infant 
mortality rates, ranging between 
8.3 and 10.8 per 1,000 live births. 
By contrast, many. countries in 
Africa and Asia have rates 
between 100 and 200 per 1,000 
because of poor medical facilities 
and malnutrition. 


—In South Asia alone, 100,000 
children go blind each year as a 
result of lack of Vitamin A. The 
price of a bag of potato chips ora 
candy bar can provide the Vitamin 
A capsules needed to protect 
three children from blindness for 
an entire year. 


—Two-thirds of world’s 
population, 2.6 billion people, do 
not have access to safe water. 
Diseases such as diarrhea, 
cholera, typhoid and paratyphoid 
fever and amoebic dysentery are 
among: the main causes of 
sickness and death. Often, 
diarrhea is the chief factor in 
infant mortality.

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Rome Synod and faith ‘dropouts’ 
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What's happening to youth in the church today?

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In emphasizing the catechesis 
of children and young people, the 1977 Synod of Bishops 
is confronting two of the biggest questions facing the 
church today.

CRISES OF RELIGIOUS faith, formerly associated with 
the late teens and early twenties, are now being 
experienced by many children in early adolescence.

identify the current problems in youth catechesis, their 
causes, and what can be done about them. Neither the 
diagnosis nor the cure is easy. 


A recent study of the religious attitudes of Catholic 
young people in the United States came to some basic 
but enlightening conclusions on the questions at issue: 


The sociologist—authors. found that “The most 
important predictors of the religiosity...are parental” 
religious practice and whether or not the adolescent is 
currently studying relgion.” 


THAT'S TO SAY that young people tend to be more 
positively disposed toward religion if they have the 
example of religiously committed parents and if they are 
taking part in a formal catechetical program. 


On the latter point one might think the U.S. church had 
little reason to worry. If so, one would be badly mistaken. 


Historically, U.S. Catholics have poured enormous 
resources and efforts into educational—essentially 
catechetical—efforts such as Catholic schools and 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine (CCD). Currently, 
some 8.5 million children and young people are enrolled. 
This is a major achievement. 


BUT WHAT ABOUT Catholic young people who are not 
enrolled in a Catholic school or CCD program? There are 
more than 6.5 million of them in the U.S. Their chances 
of growing in faith seem minimal. Can their chances of 
even holding on to the faith they already possess be rated 
much better? 


It would be pleasant to think that we who are wrestling 
with such questions this: month in Rome will come up 
with answers. But whether we do or don't is much less 
important than whether the church as a whole does. And 
soon. : 


The urgency is apparent: the chance to foster faith in 
the present generation of children and young people will 
not pass this way again. 


ESPECIALLY THE SYNOD will be a success if it helps 
the church at large find the key to speaking directly, 
compellingly to today’s young people and say to them: 


“We have good news to share with you—the message of 
Christ’s redeeming love for us all. Inturn we want to listen 
to you—to share your hurts and aspiration, your 
frustrations, doubts, and ideals. We have much to learn

Liberation theology has extended its 
boundaries to India, and Father Kappen 
explores its boundaries on another foreign 
land.
